are the Kings ſervants going to our lodgings ; Abbot in; 
treated the like: upon which they put up” their ſwords 
and went into their lodging, which was a Tailors houſe 
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one Kitchingman; ſorheſe two of the guard did but talk 
cog<ther to bid one another good night}, the ori being 
cloſe to his lodging; the Cavaliers lookt out atthem, and - 
all ſeven ran upon them: calling them dranken- roagues. 
Kidwell intreated them that if he muſt-needs fight ;-rhat” 
either rhey would but one or two come. upon' him at” 
once, bur they let drive at him, fourty blows at leaſt paſt ' 
on cirher fide ereany fell, at length foure being on Kid-- 
ell, and.three on Abbot, they fell once or twice; & while: 
Kidwell was down, ſtrangle the roague'faies one, I will 
mark him ſaies another; foure ſore cuts he hath in his -
